a. The Director of Central Intelligence, subject 
to the direction and control of this Authority, is 
hereby authorized and directed to coordinate the 
collection by agencies subject to N*I*A* coordination 
of all intelligence information related to foreign 
domic energy developments and potentialities af¬ 
fecting the national security, and to accomplish 
the coorelation, evaluation, and appropriate dis¬ 
semination within the Government of the resulting 
intelligence* The Director of Central Intelligence 
is further authorized to arrange with other intelli¬ 
gence agencies of the Government to utilize their 
collection facilities in this field*
